Daar Daan Barratt: 

Mr. Hoffa vaa aoat plaaaad to racaiva your lattar of Saptaabar 
21, 1964 and aakod thla dapartaant to raply for hla. 

Thara la auch a aaaalva array of aatarial avallabia with which 
to anavar your quaatlon that It la difficult to declda vhara 
to bagln. X hava tharafora aalac tad a fav outstanding axaaplaa 
of alarapraaantatlona, dlatortlona, and auppraaalona by nova 
and aaaoclatad aadla that ahould at laaat provlda a beginning 
for atudy. 

First, X ballava It nacaaaary to nota that 3 or 4 yaara ago 
an aaaoclatloa of adltora 11atad Jaaaa I. Hoffa aa tha aoat 
"controvaralal" nava paraonallty In tha United Stataa — ahead 
of llaanor Mooaavalt, Martin Luther King, Frank Sinatra, and 
all tha raat. Thla aeesed a atranga aalactlon In view of tha 
fact that controveray lapllea dlaputatloua vlava on Hoffa aa 
a labor leader. Yat, It la alngularly lapoaalble to find any 
pro-Hoffa aatarial In navapapara, radio, talavlalon, aagazlnaa, 
coluana, or vhataver. 

Encloaed for your conaldaratIon are aavaral plecea to aupport 
Mr. Hoffa*a expressed opinion of nova aadla and thalr policies. 

Flrat la a story that appeared In tha June, 1959, Issue of 
Tha International Teaaater aagazlne. It relates the accurate 
events of lata May, 1959, vhlch first vara responsible for 
eablazonlng Hoffa across the journalistic sky as soae kind of 
union ogre that all good Americans oust fear and reject. Thla 
vaa the occasion when Hoffa addressed a seating In Brownsville, 
Texas, and later was quoted aa threatening a nationwide strike 
of trucking. Tha point hare la that a atudy of tha Brovnavllle 
paper atorlaa and tha chronology of UP and AP filings will 
revsal tha alsrepresentatlon and distortion. 
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Hext la a story from the November, 1962, laaua of Tba Inter- 
natlona1 Teamster. It daacrlbaa tba aatbod in which an aditorial 
faatura aarwica haa purveyed anti-Hoffa aatarial. Thla in itaalf 
ia not uacoaaon. Nor ia it ao objactionabla aa tha anawara giwan 
by aditora In raply to our question about tha aourca of thair 
aditoriala. Many of tha aditora axpoaad themaelvaa aa diahonaat 
and coaplately dawoid of athica — which, thoroughly racogniaad 
and undaratood by anxious raportara working on thoaa dalliaa, 
could only ba raflactad in tha nawa coluana. But thla complaint 
concarna tha aditoriala only. 

Spanking furthar on tha subject of aditoriala, I would dafy any 
atudant to locata ona pro-Hoffa aditorial dlaaaalnatad by tha 
Scrippa-Howard chain in tha paat 7 yaara. Thla chain, which haa 
approximately 6,000,000 aubacrlbara to nearly a acora of newa- 
papara, haa circulated aora than 60 individual aditoriala 
agalnat Hoffa — many of thaa vlcloue in approach, alalaading 
in fact, dafaaatory, and often crude in tha aiapllat of logic. 

It la not inaccurate to aay that Scrippa-Howard haa circulated 
billions of antl-Hoffa words in its editorial coluana. Thla 
ia not controversy or avan good newspaperlng. Xnatnad, it ia 
a mirror of vested advertising lntaraat bordering on aorbid 
obsequiousness. 

I have never asan a pro-Hoffa cartoon in tha sore than 100 dally 
nawapapara that publish in major cities. Without exception, 
they have bean vividly antl-Hoffa cartoona. 

Inclosed la a reproduction of a latter from Ralph C. and Kstelle 
Jamas that wsa printed in tha December 7, 1963, laaua of tha 
Providence (R.Z.) Journal. It la a clear caaa of a newspaper 
delating ona important word to altar a reprinted (!) story, no 
lesa, to the detriment of Hoffa. l's sure tha Journal recognised 
tha serlouanesa of its error whan it discovered that Mr. and Mrs. 
Jaaas ware preparing a moat thorough book on Hoffa and ao 
published tha latter — parhapa in a mood of retraction to 
atava off a libel suit. 

Colusnlats, of oourae, are such la tha position of fleaa on 
aewspsperdom's dog. But some of than causa irreparable damage 
and ona that baara review ia John Harling. Ha (and tha nawa¬ 
papara that publlah him) habitually dlatorta any news and/or 
views of Hoffa. Tha moat recant occurred ahortly after tha 
latent Toanster General Ixacutiva Board masting where tha vice 
praaldanta axpraaaad a desire to stick by Hoffa in his legal 
troubles. Harling reported that Hoffa had asked for a vote of 
confidence. Thla was untrue. Hoffa aakad for nothing. 
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Negaalnee understandably Inject policy Into their columns. But 
for thw random who ballawa aagaalne lnalnuatlona that they ara 
accurata nawa publications, thia la a dleeervice to all aad 
aaaetlaea haraful to an individual. Incloaad la a atory froa 
Tha Xntarnatlonal Taaaatar of Dec saber, 1963, In which U.S. Nawa 
and World Raport la quotad at ooaa langth and than rabuttad. 

Tha coaiaarclBl publication artlcla llluatratad althar coaplata 
lgnoranca of tha subject with which It waa dealing — tha 
Taaaatar National Freight Agroawant — or It waa clearly trying 
to deceive tha reader In an attaapt to downgrade Hoffa and 
further Identify hla aa a national danger. It la hard to believe 
that U.S. Nava and World Raport adltora ara truly that uninforaad. 
I alght add that tha U.S. Nava and World Report atory followed 
dally nevvpeper eaphaela about tha National Pralght Agreement'a 
coat to aaployara and either deeaphaalaed or overlooked tha 
contract benefits for 450,000 unlonlata — all of thaa Americana 
aad nevapaper raadara. 

Another aagaalne dlatortlon of recant vintage Involved LIFI 
magazine which repreaenta ltaelf aa a photo nawa publication. 
Kncloaed la a atory froa tha Auguat, 1964, laaua of The Xntar¬ 
natlonal Taaaatar aagaalne which related how Attorney Oeneral 
Robert Kennedy conaplrad with tha aid of San Baron, than an 
aaployaa of tha International Teaaatera Union, to blacken 
Boffa*a name further with tha help of LXFB immediately before 
Boffa waat on trial in Naahvllle, Tann. Tha algnlflcance hare 
la one of auppraaaion. Neither wire aarvlca, of which both 
Waahlngton bureaua recaive coplaa of tha Taaaatar aagaalne aa 
do all aajor dalllaa, picked up tha atory which would be a 
natural nawa aanaatlon. 

Not ao long ago. Playboy aagaalne ran a lengthy artlcla on 
Boffa. But before It did ao, a Playboy editor phoned our 
offloe and wanted ua to algn a "release" — coaaon In con¬ 
nection with advertising but uncoaaon In news or feature work. 

We refused to algn the release. Xn the ensuing discussion, 
the Playboy editor explained hla dealra for a signed "release" 
waa to avoid any llbwl action! Our raply waa that If Playboy 
printed an honeat atory It would not need to worry about libel. 
Needleaa to any, tha Playboy atory rehashed auch of the antl- 
Boffa material printed by newspapers through the yearn along 
with aoae new slants to exhibit Boffa aa aoae kind of clod with 
a gutter origin. The point here la that of a prestige aagaalne 
catering to a public which an editor believed waa thoroughly 
educated on an aatl-Boffa news media diet.

aaaaa. A wlaalag of Brlahlwy'a uauoad Boffa taps would ahow,

Oa radio, there are laauaarable broadcasts by coaaaatatora 
where ~ bocauaa of tlaa lialtatlooe aad lach of kaowlodge 
oa tha subject of Boffa, tha Teaaetore, aad trade ualoaloa — 
there bows baas distortIona aad dalatloaa of aatarlal coopll- 
aaatary to Boffa.

A 
prlaa aaaaplo waa a racaat broadcast of the Barry Gray ahow 
la Vow fork City whara Ywrry BoBhaae, foraer FBI aao aad ooe- 
tlaa Taaaatar aoeltor, oloag with Burray Boroa, a brother of 
Baa Baroo aad alaoot hyotarlcally aati-Boffa, ran roughshod 
owwr tha Yweeotare Oaioo praaldaat.

But often aoae aabltloua 
newaaan eaceeda the bounda of propriety — an when the fellow 
la Chicago naked Hoffa whether he waa prepared to go to jail — 
that the Interview aeaalon becoaea a content. The next day, 

Hoffa flnda hlaaelf clobbered by a dlatortIon or learna that 
the guta of hla reaarka were never aentloned at all. He flada 
hlaaelf deacrlbed aa Burly when he repllea to the Chicago 
queatloa — "Mind your own buninane." Thla aunt be a 
treaendoua peraonal dlacouragesent to hla and aore than 
oace he haa rebelled, yea, and In nice language deacrlbed 
newapapera aad broadcasting for what they are — a description 
with which any experienced, thoughtful reportar, editor, or 
publisher cannot really disagree. 

Too often, our office haa had to field Inquiries froa news¬ 
papermen who are trying to substantiate atorlea written about 
Hoffa — unattractive stories originating In ruaor or supposi¬ 
tion, the ao-called "think" pieces. In every case, they are 
atorlea placing Hoffa In a bad light with reapect to the public, 
employers, union buslnena, or the Teamater aeaberahlp. 

Invariably we challenge their source and the inquiry drlea up 
and blown away. On the other hand, we never get inquiries 
that would tend to lead toward any story flattering Hoffa. 

Mo, Mr. Hoffa dlaagreea with the hanky-panky that news media 
operate In an aura of public service. He haa aeen too much 
firsthand evidence to the contrary. But almost aa though he 
bellevea la a Journalistic Santa Claus, Hoffa doesn't give 
up trying to fulfill hla responsibilities to the news In aa 
cssderoua a manner as possible. 

1 hope thla material will aid you at least aa a starter In 
your Investigation. Thank you again for your Interest and 
pleaae accept our congratulations and gratitude: You are 
the first to aak the question you have rained.

How lair were newspapers in the 
I960 campaign? The it nine takes a 
comprehensive look at the available 
evidence on important questions in 
volving standards of performance 
This staf report was compiled from 
the dispatches ol Review tortespond 
ents in twemv ive major metropolitan 
areas and from research by graduate 
journalism students at (kslumbia. Spe 
cial research was done by A. Raymond 
Cochran. Gary Gilaon. Charles E. Pep 
per. and Mrs Ruth K. Franklin 


i&hout a vear ago, the Presidential campaign of I960 
got under way in earnest In the months that followed. 
\merican journalism and journalists underwent one 
of their tnosi arduous exercises in years 

Each phase of the campaign was sprinkled with 
obstacles I he tactics ol the laudidates. the elusiveness 
of the issues, the indei isiveness ol both the polls and 
the voting defied efforts of editors and reporters to 
present the campaign rationally 

O' now, the campaign and its consequences have 
teceded sufficiently into the past to permit a retrosper 
live summary of the campaign s coverage: W hat did 
lournaiitm do well? Wbat could it have done better? 
I* hat improvements can u make in 1962 and 1964? 
Finally, how provable were the accusations made 
against reporters and editors alter the campaign? 

In an effort to hnd answers, this publication has 
undertaken a study of available evidence the reports 
of its correspondents in ma|or metropolitan areas, the 
great volume of analysis and comment published dur 
mg and after the campaign, and the raw material in 
newspaper Ides The study was advisedly concentrated 
on daily newspapers and the wire services; broadcast 
and periodical journalism require separate studies 
fhe Review iound several major points of dispute 
over newspa|*er coverage of the campaign. They in 
eluded 

The religiou a taaue. As a journalistic debate, the 
argument ran toughiy from March to September. 

Newspajiers, at first accused ol keeping the issue 
alive through too-intensive research, managed to 
avoid trouble in the late stages of the campaign. 

The one-porta preaa. Partly because Democrats 
have learned to disregard Republicanism on the edi 
tonal pages, partly because there was less support ol 
the Republican candidates than in the recent past, 
this issue never went far beyond mild comment—a 
contrast with the elections from 1936 through 1956 
Partiality in news diaolau. Comment on this 
point dec lined, too. In contrast with stiff charges made 
in 1952. there was a feeling that most newspapers had 
learned how to choose the news with aji even hand. 

Bia*ed reporting. This became the bitterest jour 
nalistic issue of 1960. Critics charged that certain cor 
respondents covering the campaign had become so 
commuted politically and so entangled personally 
that they produced copy favoring one candidate 
(Kennedy? and hurting the other. Some accusers 
blamed unfair coverage for Nixon's defeat. 

Confwuon of election reavfta. Newspapers had a 
shakv time during the vote-counting. Readers expected 
them to tell who won the game before the scoring was 
done, and newspapers tried to accommodate 
The Review investigated each of these issues. Sev 
eral, it found, could be disposed of very briefly; others 
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required extended reports Sortie pointed to definite 
conclusions: others proved alinoat impossible to dis 
cum definitively The pages that follow contain the 
Review i findings 


The muted religious issue 

For months, it appeared that religion—Senator Ken 
nedvt religion-might be the noisiest iNue of the 
campaign. In April, when Senators Kennedy and 
Humphrey were battling in Wisconsin, Iheodore 
White, in the Saturday Rei'iew, accused news media 
of writing excellent copy that nonetheless intensified 
religious issues. "1 ruthful reporting and wisdom, 
he wrote, are not always synonymous 

The same type of criticism arose again following the 
lamous churc h and-state meeung in Washington on 
September 7. Dr. Norman Vincent Peale. embarrassed, 
said that newspapers had magnified the intent of the 
meeting and hit role in it. Others agreed: the Cali 
forma newspaperman quoted in Editor b Publisher 
who accused the newspapers of creating a "shameful 
holocaust:" State Senator Walter J. Mahoney. Repub 
titan of New York, who said that reporting of bigotry 
helped “to keep the isaue alive." 

But beiore the end of September, religion as a sub 

i of newspaper copy began to fade. John J. Powers 
of the Souffi Bend Tribune took the trouble in mid 
September to check the linage on religion in ten news 
papers. He found the religious issue running "a poor 
tenth" to all the other issues of the campaign. The 
reaction against the type of ethnic-religious reporting 
that characterized the Wisconsin primary may have 
helped, in fact, to smother desirable local reporting 
of the iMue. One California editor. Howard H. Hays 
of the Riverside Press-Enterprise, lamented that he did 
iso* measure the effec t of the religious issue right here 
in my own back vard-and do it early." 

Although it appeared likely that daily newspapers 
did not misuse the religious issue, this publication 
asked ita correspondents to check on the one big 
religious story of the later campaign period, it broke 
Ocsober 22: "Puerto Rican Catholics Told How Not 
to Vote." Conceivably, unscrupulous editing could 
have inflated or distorted the bishops' letter 

Such was not the rase. Unanimously, the corre 
spondents reported adequate but restrained handling 
la addition, a day-by-day check of fourteen large 
datlies in ten nties—nine of thrm supporting Nixon- 
revealed no differences in coverage that paralleled 
political alignment. Nor did any of the papers studied 
treat the Puerto Rican story as anything but subsid 


iary news-except in Puerto Rico itself, where an 
editor won a Pnlitrer prize for his editorials on the 
subject Newspapers apparently left all religious agita 
tion to the hate sheets In fact, some-like the New 
York Herald Tribune did outstanding work in expos 
iug scumloua direct-mail operations On this point, 
daily newspapers receive a clean bill of health 


A no-party press? 

Quadrennially, the Republicanism ol the majority 
of American editorial pages has become a part of the 
debate in Presidential campaigns. New Dealers like 
Harold Ickes used to argue that the press should stop 
backing Republicans and get in step with the voters 
Publishers replied that the press had to stand for what 
publishers thought was right, regardless oi party 

It may be a mark ol narrowing dilferences between 
the parties or ol a softening ol traditional conserva 
tism that the issue of the one party press" hardly 
came up in I960 One reason was a small but ugnifi 
rant shift in editorial endorsements. The Editor ,- 
Publisher poH revealed several interesting trends: 
Vice Piesident Nixon received the support of lewer 
newspa|iers (57.7 |>er cent) than any Republican 
candidate unce Herbert Hoover. .Venator Kennedy s 
support (16.4 per cent) was the largest given any 
Democratic candidate since the wartime election of 
1944. Most important, the number of uncommitted 
newspapers rose again-to 528. or more than a quar 
ter of the newspapers responding to the poH. 

Does this pattern mean that newspapers are slowly 
adopting new attitudes toward endorsements? One 
Florida editor, hurned in the state s primaries last 
May, announced in The Masthead, published by the 
National Conlerence of Editorial Writers: "I think 
we will require clear-cut issues-major ones-before 
we attempt to throw our weight for or against any 
candidate. If it's just a case of a pretty good man 
against a good man. or of 'the least worst' in a field. 

I think we'll stay quiet." (Eventually, his paper en¬ 
dorsed Nixon.) 

The waning ol partisan commitment was appar 
ent in the tone of many editorials of endorsement, 
notably the half-laurel with which The New York 
Timei crowned Kennedy. 

Not all newspapers approached their endorsements 
with circ umspec tion. of course. "Kennedy Won t Do," 
wrote The isam untnnoman of Oklahoma City. New 
York's Daily News warned that Kennedy s election 
would bring "fuzz brains” to Washington. The last 
few days before the election produced a number ol

/About a seat ago. ihr Presidential campaign of l%<* 
got nndet wav in rarnest In the months that followed. 
American journalism and journalists underwent one 
of their most arduous exercises in sears 

f.ich phase of the lampaign was sprinkled with 
obstacles I'he tactics of the candidates, the elusiveness 
of the issues, the indecisiveness of both the polls and 
the voting defied efforts or editors and reporters to 
present the campaign rationally 

By now, the campaign and its consequences have 
receded sufficiently into the past to permit a retrospec 
live sumtn.irv of the campaign s coverage: What did 
journalism do well? What could it have done better? 
What improvements can it make in 1962 and 1964? 
Finally, how provable were the accusations made 
against reporters and editors after the campaign? 

In an ettoit to find answers, this publication has 
undertaken a studv of available evidence -the reports 
of its correspondents in major metropolitan areas, the 
gieat volume of analysis and comment published dur 
mg and after the campaign, and the raw material in 
nrwspaper hies. The studv was advisedlv concentrated 
on dailv newspapers and the wire services; broadcast 
and |ieriodkal journalism require separate studies 
The nei'iew found several major points of dispute 
over newspaper coverage of the campaign. They in 
eluded: 

The religious issue. As a journalistic debate, the 
aigument ran roughly from March to September. 
I960 Newspajiers, at first accused of keeping the issue 
alive through too-intensive research, managed to 
avoid trouble in the late stages of the campaign. 

The ont-party /trees. Partly because Democrats 
have learned to disregard Republicanism on the edi 
tonal pages, partly because there was less suppon of 
the Republican candidates than in the recent past, 
this issue never went far beyond mild comment—a 
contrast with the elections from 1956 through 1956 
Far Unlit* in news display. Comment on this 
point declined, too. in contrast with stiff charges made 
in 1952. there was a feeling that most newspapers had 
learned how to choose the news with a^ even hand 
Biased reporting. This became the bitterest jour 
nalistic issue of I960. Critics charged that certain cor 
respondents covering the campaign had become so 
committed politically and so entangled personally 
that they produced eopv favoring one candidate 
(Kennedv) and hurting the other. Some accusers 
blamed unfair coverage for Nixon s defeat. 

Confusion of eteetion results. Newspapers had a 
shakv time during the vote-counting. Readers expected 
them to tell who won the game before the scoring was 
done, and newspapers tried to accommodate 
The Revies’ investigated each of these issues. Sev 
eral, it found, could be disposed of very briefly; others 
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Irani page efforts, o< which an out Minding example 
was signed by bugene C. Pulliam in The Indunapo 
Its m•* and oiher newspaper*. Undir ihe headline 
Why We Oppose Kennedy." he wrote that he found 
Kennedy completely unqualified 

Bui thank (*od. wrote Mr. Pulliam, the tound. 
•ober judgment of the American people stands in the 
way of the Kennedy clan s ambition* 

1 he l-ot Annies Times, in a timilat vein, publubed 
"Are You a Thinking American?"—a front-page effort 
that luggetted that nobody in hi* right mind could 
fail to Mipport Nixon 

On the Democratic Mde. a number of paper* con 
tinued to find Nixon diitaueful, although the har*he*t 
criticism of Nixon tame from *ynditated tolumniit* 
like Walter Lippraann Republican newipapen. as 
one edito* observed, simply 'gritted their teeth” and 
continued to run the column* that ran counter to 
their editorial policies 

A* in vear* before, editorial support again failed to 
show any demonstrable relationship to the vote. In 
total circulation, Nixon received hit biggest blocks ol 
newspaper support in New York, which he lost; Cali 
iornia, which be won; and Illinois, which be lost 
Kennedy s biggest blot ks of circulat on were in New 


York, which hr won; (Georgia, which he won; and 
Pennsylvania, which he won In both Pennsylvania 
and New York, ol course; he had far leu newspaper 
support than Nixon 

The conclusion must lie that, whatever the tides 
that sweep the electorate, newspaper endorsement still 
tannot be counted a dec isive one 


Measured news 

Inevitably linked to discussion ol endorsement! ol 
candidates in every national campaign it the suspicion 
that some newspapers let partisanship How over into 
the selection and display ol newt. Within the memory 
of many men still in the business, such suspicions were 
lustihed Hut in recent elections, such overloading hat 
become lets palpable. Nathan B. Blumliergs study ol 
the 1952 campaign (One Parly Press?. 1954) arrived

Possibly the strongest chargee were made by the 
industrious-and liberal—little West Coast magazine, 
hronhrr, against the San Diego I'ruoo. where Klein

In “Some of the News Some of the Time " (Janu¬ 
ary, 1961), Lionel Van Deerlin charged that the 
t'nion had never before waged a more effective 
partisan campaign.”

A Review correspondent in California commented. 
I'he Union is very policy-minded 
Possibly because the candidate came from their 
state, a few nshrt California newspapers seemed to 
lean a little in news display. A review of the Los 
Jngrlrs Times for the last stages of the campaign 
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revealed, on the whole, abundant and lair coverage, 
marred by slight advantages ol position lor the Re 
publicans. From Novemher S to Novetnbet 7 the 
Nixon and F.nenhower activities were given the lead 
jMiMtion on the front page 

I he San brunntco Chnmttlt showed similar tend 
rncies. olfensive. to quute a lorrespondent s report, 
to newspapermen and Dt rum rats." Once, when the 
tandidaies were perfectly to balance typographically, 
the picture ol Kennedv, taken in San Francisto. was 
far out of focus 

Outside California, there was also scattered criti 
usm Examples 

Southern Wisconsin s four large dailies showed wide 
diflerenies in the treatment they gave candidates The 
Milwaukee Journal (Kennedy) was complete and fair 
I he Wisconsin Stale loum.nl (Nixon) of Madison 
did well through most of ihe campaign, although 
Nixon s last minute visit to Wisconsin left Kennedy 
slightly in the shade The Capital Times of Madison, 
by contrast, seemed obviouslv partial to Democrats- 
longer stories and. on the oci ssion of Nixon s visit, an 
editorializing headline questioning the fact that Uni 
sersttv of Wistonsin students could cut classes to see 
the candidate. Ihe Milwaukee Sentinel did similar 
favors for Republicans. Story positions consistently 
favored Nixon. A headline on October 29 (softened 
in a later edition) said: "Ike Pins Back Jack s Ears 
In Miami, the Herald (Nixon) and the Newt (Ken 
nedy) were usually fair.' But the appearances of the 
■ andtdates in Miami for the American legion con 
vent ion resulted in conflicting uowdsmamhip. Herald 
readers lound that Ntxons turnout had been the 
larger, Aews readers learned just the opposite 

Finally, in New York there was a considerable 
lontrast in tone between the morning and evening 
newspapers. The Daily News, the Herald Tribune, 
and The Timet all displayed the news scrupulously 
with, of (ourxr. gieat dtlevences in total amounts. The 
evening newspapers seemed less judicious The World 
’ ■ ■ ■ & Sun slipped rarely: the lournal-Ameruan 

sometimes let fly brash head I i net ("Kennedy Cuba 
Plan Invites War-Nixon t: and the Pott did its best 
tu build the story of Donald Nixon s loan into a major 
campaign issue. (For more on the loan, see below.) 

Despite scattered weak spots, the display of the news 
of the campaign seemed equitable to an unprecedented 
degree. The tape measure had a good year. On this 
point. Clifton Daniel ol The New York Times quoted 
an editor as saying: "If a newspaper prints a story 
about Nixon s infected knee, there ii no obligation to 
balance' it with a storv about Mr. Kennedy a knee." 


The sub-issues 

As a lurther check on newspapers' fairness, the 
Review investigated treatment of four of the cam 
paign s subsidiary stories-stories not directlv political 
that could have been suppressed (or inflated) in 
accordance with a newspapers bias. The investigation 
i on«entrated on: the loan made by Howard Hughes 
to Donald Nixon, the pastoral letter to Puerto Riran 
Roman Catholic voters (covered in the first section of 
this report). the "prestige polls" of the United States 
Information Agency, and the fluctuations of gold 
prues in London. Other stories of the same character, 
not specifically checked, inrluded references to the 
candidates' health, the delaved release of unemplov 
nient statistics, and news of public-opinion polls 

Of all these, certainly the onlv one that inspired 
real recriminations was the loan to the Vice Presi 
dent's brother. The New York Pott, convinced that it 
was tarrying most of the burden of publicizing the 
affair, commented on November 6: "What is most 
memorable about the storv is the Vice Presidents 
arrogant conclusion that he can safely answer all 
questions about the episode with the word 'No com 
ment' Iiecause so many newspapers are so eager to 
drop the subject " 

On several occasions, the Post compared the story 
to the "Nixon fund" of 1952. The earlier story was 
subjected to studv bv Arthur E. Rowse in Slanted 
VcTr> (1957). He concluded that almost without 
exception the newspapers he studied plaved the storv 
according to their political feelings Ihe I960 loan 
affords a way of seeing whether habits have changed 

It must be recognized that differences between the 
stories of 1952 and 1960 keep the comparison from 
complete aetttraiv. The I960 loan did not involve the 
Vice President so directly Nor did Dernoc ratic speakers 
find it a worthwhile theme. Finally, it could not, by 
any stretch of the imagination, have resulted in the 
kind of parts crisis that the 1952 fund precipitated 

The Review checked coverage of the loan in twelve 
metropolitan newspapers, scattered aerms the country 
If they can be taken as a fair sample, the press was not 
so bare of news about the loan as the Post seemed to 
believe The Baltimore Sun. the Chicago Doth News 
(which ran an outstandingls clear tabulation of the 
issues involved), the Los Angeles Times, and the 
Chicago i noune each carried four or more stories on 
the loan All five pa|>ers supjiorted Nixon. The other 
Republican papers checked- the Kansas Cits Star, the 
A ex* York Herald Tribune, the New York Journal 
imertcan. and the New York World-Teleeram ir Sun 
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earned leu The sparseness of coverage in the New 
York papers tends to sup|>ort the Pott's charge. 

On the Democratic lidc. the papers varied between 
the detailed coverage of the St. iouu P«\t lh\pah h 
and the tkimpinea* of The Atlanta Constitution, with 
The C ounrr journal of loutsvtlle and The Sew York 
Times in the middle 

The sample shows, if nothing else, a more confused 
pattern than what Kowse discerned in the 1952 fund. 
The findings suggest that conditions other than parti 
sanship plaved a more controlling role in 1960-for 
example, the difficulty of presenting the story clearly. 
Many of the papers carried Peter Edson's story (News¬ 
paper Enterprise Asuotiation) that Edson called a 
“full explanation." It was not. nor was the widely 
used AP dispatch on the same day. October 27 Both 
seemed based only on the material made available by 
a Nixon manager, which went little beyond admitting 
a loan had been made. lister facts-the connection 
with Howard Hughes, the minimal security on the 
loan, the Vice President s alleged supervision ol the 
transact ion-merely dribbled out 

The newspapers studied showed two characteristics 
in common. First, few (even Kennedy papers) cared 
to take the initiative in developing the story. Second, 
it was given the treatment of an unimportant story— 
not displayed prominently or, it would appear, 
allowed to push aside other news, if space was limited 
Thus, the Lot Angeles i imej. with plentiful space, 
offered more on the loan than did the Democratic 
Courier-Journal 

Tentative conclusion: Conspiracy not proved But 
if a similar luue arises in 1962 or 1964, editors may 
want to find out whether the representatives of a 
candidate are intervening to minimize the iuue-and 
whether newspapers might not want to do independ 
ent digging to make tlse story intelligible 
The other subsidiary iuues had less clearly partisan 
content. Newspapers also found it somewhat easier 
to obtain the farts aliout them, partly because other 
branches of journalism took the initiative-especially 
in the case of the 1)51 A polls. On this point. A. J 
f jebling commented in The Sew Yorker: 

What iart*<; aw wan that the mmiumii that carried 
ike siocv when ic krvfcir bad lo cicdit it to coiiespondciui 
at the Columbia Bruidcaalinf Syscrm. who had tracked 
down ike tarn akoui else survey I found ikis a reversal of 
ike order at aaiuir Broadcasting lyiinsi used lo gei 
i heir informal ion froaa newspapers . . . 

The luue. the main points of which were Kennedy s 
charge that American prestige abroad had declined 
aad the refusal of the White House to release the 
polls, could conceivably have been played to the ad 
vantage of the Kennedy side But, as in the case of the 
Nixon loan, the amount of space available seems to 
have been the detersunant. The Louisville Conner 


Journal (Kennedy) carried twelve stories on the sub 
ject between Octolier 23 and Election Day. but the 
l.os Aneeles Times (Nixon) was second among the 
papers studied with nine stories. Most of the dozen 
pa|ieis examined gave the story adequate attention 
1 he i.niateo i noune was slightly inconsistent in 
handling the story. The Tribune deplored the pres¬ 
tige issue as the silliest of all silly squabbles." Three 
days later the paper published a poll conducted by 
Reuters at the request of the Tribune indicating that 
prestige had not fallen. This poll was not dismissed 
A running story that offered like opportunities to 
Republicans was the unsteadiness in the international 
gold market in Octolier. presumably because of the 
possibility oi a Kennedy victory. Again, the evidence 
shows extensive, fair coverage Papers outstanding on 
this story were the Baltimore Sun (Nixon), the Chb 
i.;.> /».im ,Veu'j (Nixon), the St Louu Pott Dispatch 
(Kennedy) and the Milwaukee Journal (Kennedy). 

Among other subsidiary iuues, none gained real 
prominence nationally (but see the isolated case of 
treatment of the health iuue at right). On the basis

Six days aftei the election, the charge* were stated 
in an indictment by the New York Daily News in a 
fulUulumn editorial (reproduced at left). Other 
accuser* joined in. Ravmond Moley, in Newsweek. 
wrote that Nixon s campaign had been "badly re 
jMirted,” Herbert Klein suggested to Sigma Delta Chi 
that it look into the matter, and in a letter to the 
4SNF. Bulletin, he observed that a large segment of 
the public believe* that the new* was slanted both in 
newspapers and on television .. 

Ihe charges received further support on the first 
day of 1961. when The Minneapolis Tribune printed 
a story by Fletcher Knebel obviously ieffecting the 
Vice President s thoughts. Knebel wrote that Nixon 
"has made it clear in private talks with friends that 
he thinks a pio-Kennedy attitude by reporters cover 
ing the campaign provided Senator Kennedy with his 
narrow victory margin ... 

Among the Republican objections directed at cer 
tain reporters are such things as crowd estimates 
thought favorable to Kennedy, analytical approaches 
to Nixons speeches but not to Kennedy's, making 
demands on Nixon lor press conferences but not 
making similar demands on Kennedy, ’influencing 
other reporters bv press plane remarks that down 
graded Nixon ” 

Holmes Alexander, columnist for the McNaught 
Syndicate, commented: "Reporter Knebel coukl have 
made it much stronger without any injury to the 
truth. Nixon it furiousl He feels that dishonest or. at 
best, partisan reporting cost him millions of votes 

Thus ran the arguments of those who felt Nixon 
had been shortchanged. Ihe defenses were usually 
leu vociferous, and in fact conceded a few of the 
charges. J. Russell Wiggins of I he Hmhington Foil 
admitted that "the struggle to keep reporters tiavel 
ing with the candidates objective and uncommitted 
it always a lough one, and 1 think that I would like 
to avoid a few lapses that we have had in this respect." 
Don Whitehead, formerly of The Associated Press, 
noted the development of a "dangerous thing ’-a 
"cheering section." 

Others admitted less. The New York Post, replying 
to the Daily News. said. "We find it hard to believe 
that many sinister characters smuggled anti-Nixonitm 
into the news columns." Carroll Kilpatrick of The 
Haihingion Pott wrote in IPI Report: “I ihink 
Nixon s criticism of the press is ridiculous." After the 
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campaign. I.udwig ('.aminita. Jr, of American Uni 
veruty questioned thirty four reporters who had cov 
ered ihe campaign He found lhat «he reporters con 
firmed lhai Kennedy generaled an evatigelistic appeal 
with crowdi and even some of the piess corps" but 
they denied (hat campaign reporting had been af 
fected (»ee Jovmslism Quarterly. spring. 1%1). 

Moat of the evidence gathered to support and rebut 
the charges is skimpy and itself subject to varying 
interpretations. Many handicaps lie in the way of a 
meaningful assessment of bias in political reporting 
the inability to reconstruct exactly the situation a 
reporter was writing about; lack of means to probe a 
reporter s mind for motives; lack of a uniform defini 
tion to date of the reporter s right of selection and 
comment 

The moat extensive investigation made during the 
campaign-that of Richard F. Pourade, editor emeri 
tus of the Sea Diego C'aioa-was an attempt to find 
evident bias in AP and UP1 copy. His compilation, 
which he submitted to the wire services just before 
the election, was not uniformly well received. As Alan 
J. Gould, executive editor of the AP, commented 
Some of the dispatches reflect a fundamental dis 
agreement between Pourade and the AP over what 
constitutes factual fair description or analysis, on the 
one hand, and personal expression, on the other 
The following are points of Pourade s indictment, 
quoted from his report

There ml any douhl that what the candidate* aid 
and what the* did was measured by the penonal ideologv 
of the reporter. It is good or bad depending upon what 
the reporter helievea. As a result, prraunal leeltngi have 
permeated the entile UP! and AP copy It anggrru a 
serious lack of propet control In editing 

Appended to the Pourade report were twentv-eight 
pages of excerpts from AP and UPI stories. They 
included sentences and phrases cited as unfair to 
Nixon or i^odge. to Kennedy, to both, to President 
Eisenhosver, or too Battering to Kennedv or Johnson 
A few examples convey the idea 

AP. November 2: "Nixon it not. of course, in the 
same league with Eisenhower as a popular figure . . ." 

UPI. October 29.- "Kennedy won a new accolade 
near the end of a highly successful day .. 

AP. October 24: "Neither has really contributed 
any new ideas." 

UPI. November 2: ‘‘In another nationwide TV plug 
for Nixon ..(Eisenhower). 

Pourade also mentioned that he found bias in cov 
erage by reporters attached to individual newspapers 
Although he does not name any papers, a number of 
commentators have mentioned The New York T.mei 
as the typical offender. The Review staff, as a result, 
re-examined major stories in The Times covering 
the last two weeks of the campaign 
It was found that front-page campaign stories in 
The Times contained the same kind of coloration 
that Pourade found. inexcusable-and the AP quite 
acceptable. As an informal check on bias, the follow 
ing examples are offered with references to the candi 
date deleted (names supplied on next page): 

1. "Crowd enthusiasm and the cheers of tens of 
thousands .. 

2. . . joined forces in a roof-raising rally ... a 
cheering, storming crowd of 19.000 .. 

S. ”... in a mood of quiet confidence ..." 

4. “. . . swinging freely, to the delight of highly 
partisan audiences .. 

5. . . acclaimed by more than 500.000 persons 
today in a 150-mile motorcade .. 

6. . . campaigning in a rain that failed to dimin 
iah the enthusiasm of his crowds .. 

7. ". . . charged that his . . . rival was spreading 
*vicious rumors.. 

8. "... a mood of confidence .. 

9. "... a partisan audience...“ 

10. .. cheering, jam-packed audience .. 

These samples do not. of course, show the entire 
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■cope of stories. Yet the phrases do not serin to be far 
enough apart to provide aay conclusion but the obvi 
out one: Reporters saw enthusiasm for Kennedy and 
■aid 10 ; they saw enthusiasm for Nixon and said to 
They knew when indoor audiences were made up of 
party workers: they knew when crowds were drawn 
from the public at large. Their descriptions varied 
accordingly 

So much crowd lepnrting. of course, raises the 
possibility that what the candidates said might have 
been neglected Men in the tampaign entourages on 
both sides believed that this happened. It is dil&iult 
to deny flatly, but the campaign stories show that 
reporters obviously found the candidates repetitious 
during their run of the mill campaigning. Chronicling 
the responses of crowds ia the natural answer to the 
constant demand for fresh material. Critics do not al 
ways take this demand into account. 

Nor do they take into account the effects of the 
physical rigors of the canqiaign. The athleticism ol 
the candidates made keeping up a physical and mental 
ordeal. A good many reporters have testified vividly 
on the diftrulties they faced. For example. Russell 
Baker of Tke New York Timet wrote in the paper's 
house organ: 

Aft*r (be tiM few days you tlevelnp ■ chronic headache 
and in ihe legs you feel like an old boner who t* over 
the bill rV writing a done by the reffexe*. nsuslls on 
airplane*, on buses or ai upm-air piesa ■ ablet with a

Memman Smith of UPI. veteran of many thousands 
of miles on the road with candidates.*said that cam 
patgnmg with Kennedy was the most rigorous travel 
I've experienced." The pace, he added, made it "dill 
cult to reflect on what the m;in was saying." The AP 
Log commented in mid-campatgn on the "hectic, 
catch-as<atch<an existence" AP reporters were ex 
pertenung. Roncoe Drummond, in the ASS’E Bulletin, 
also found the going rough

Post-election issues of the ASNE Bulletin reflected 
considerable concern about the basic monotony of the 
jet-hopping campaign. Naturally, there have been 
proposals that the campaign be shortened. More perti¬ 
nent to journalism, there have been questions raised 
about the wisdom of attaching reporters to candidates' 
caravans A reporter from Buffalo suggests one difli 
culty—that the evolution of campaign coverage is lag 
ging. Why. he asks, should a whistle stop entourage 
he used in a jet age? A similar thought it offered by 
a member of a campaign staff, in this excerpt from a 
seminar at Columbia University: 

It Kcmi , , . ibiu'd for lb* prea to follow the candl 
dale around They spend loti of money and 90 per cent of 
■heir time lining in bun and aiiplanm. They raue the 
roof if the bus get* three cats behind the candidate, as

Physical conditions, no matter how distressing, do 
not of course dispose of the question of bias in 
political reporting Nor does any of the other evi 
dence so far presented here. There are many, in fact, 
who doubt that the much-called-for study of adulter 
ated copy can be made at all. 

Yet several conclusions can be reached. The first is 
that much of what was criticised in campaign coverage 
merely shows the impossibility of making reporters 
sit down and re-examine their whole way of working 
and reporting in midstream. Clearly, neither they nor 
their organiiations fully anticipated the conditions 
of the campaign and they were forced to build im 
provisations on accustomed methods 
Second, it is apparent that one side treated its 
relations with the press as an integral part of the 
campaign s strategy, while the other side failed to do 
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to. h can certain!) be anticipated that by 1964 this 
science ol good fellowship with the preit will be 
developed even further-and will probably be em 
ployed by lioth inlet I here it a real danger here, lor, 
aa Robert Manning wrote in the Saturday Review. 
familiarity breedt obligation." And the danger it 
certainty not one that can lie met simply by rotating 
reporters. 

It requires instead a new look at what lies within 
the grasp of an individual reporter. Traveling in a 
campaign entourage, he can hardly be expected to 
take into account what lies beyond his observation 
If, for example, he is reporting a Democratic rally, he 
can hardly be expected to compare it truthfully with 
a Republican one on the tame spot three weeks 
before Likewise, he cannot always listen to one candi 
date s position on a certain matter of policy and com 
pare it with the opponents position. In short, stories 
by candidate-follower* must not be made to Isear too 
much of tbe hurden of explaining the campaign 

Finally, in preparing lor the next campaign, newt 
agencies and newspapers must separate the real sources 
of diSwulty from the apparent ones, it should be 
recognised that most otf the criticism of reporters came 
from clearly partisan sources and in at least one case 
from an organ of joumalism-the San Diego Vmon- 
whose own handling of the campaign was far from 
irreproachable ft also- should be noted, as Frank 
Stand, general manager of the AP. has pointed out, 
that even the bitterest criticism in the late campaign 
did not match that of 1952, when the supporters of 
Senator Robert A. Taft accused the wire services of 
stealing the nomination from him 

Ortainfy. the criticism should be heard and ab¬ 
sorbed, but it should not be considered a reason for 
jettisoning those portions of campaign coverage that 
net the severe test of I960. Because analysis u not 
always well done is no reason to deny the public 
comparisons and evaluations of the candidates per 
formances. Nor should the confusion in crowd re 
porting prevent its being done more scientifically and 
analytically in 1964 

Finally, newspaper managers and editors who are 
inclined to take at face value the charges ol bias in 
political reporting should consider the implications 
of accepting such a view. It would mean, first of all, 
an assumption of basic dishonesty in the individual 
reporter, ft would assume a similar dishonesty on the 
copy desk. Finally, it would assume a massive stupidity 
among newspaper publishers lor not noticing whai 
was happening in their papers. By the nature of news 
papers, real bias cannot be the work of one man low 
sn the organisation. The dairy Aru>i implied the 
basic dishonesty of other newspapers; it would be 
hard for moat newspapermen to agree 
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Theme from two campaigns; 

President Truman has demonstrated (a) capacity 
for attracting the sympathy of the White House 
correspondents, and he benefits accordingly in 
their treatment of him. This was most forcefully 
demonstrated during the 1948 campaign when, in 
literally hundreds of dispatches from the candi¬ 
dates' trains, the notion was firmly implanted in 
the public mind of Truman's warm and human qual¬ 
ities as opposed to the aloofness and impersonal 
efficiency of his opponent, Governor Dewey.—James 
6. Reston, in Public Opinion and Foreign Policy 
(edited by Lester Markel, 1949). 

There is no doubt that... kindliness, respect and 
cultivation of the press colored all the reporting 
from the Kennedy campaign, and the contrast 
colored adversely the reporting of the Nixon cam¬ 
paign. By the last weeks of the campaign, those 
forty or fifty national correspondents who had 
followed Kennedy since the beginning of his elec¬ 
toral exertions into the November days had become 
more than a press corps —they had become his 
friends and, some of them, his most devoted 
admirers... Yet if it was so, it was difficult to 
deny credit to the Democratic candidate for what 
he had achieved — or commiserate with Mr. Nixon 
for the distance he had made between himself and 
the men who sought to explain him —Theodore H. 
White in The Making of the President 1960 (1961).

Picking the winner 

Everybody had trouble in ihe time tiling early hour* 
o( November 9, 1961. and small wonder. The election 
returns simply did not (ollow predictable patterns. In 
nearly every Presidential election ol the previous 
iorty years, the western United States followed, mort 
or leu, trends set up strongly in the East. In I9S6, lor 
example, Franklin D. Roosevelt started to leel secure 
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at »oo*i at he heard the majoritiei from Rhode island, 
in I960 the New ingfand return* had little to do with 
the rttulti in the rest of the country-and. in fact, 
patterns were hard to find. News outlets. conditioned 
' declaring the winner earlt and positively, were 
both misled and confused 

The confusion of the election was a luting outcome 
to the msstene* of the tampaign. The fact it that onl* 
the narrowest oi matgini sated newspapers and bioad 
< a start from a mossier error-a dec la rat on of the 
wrong winner in a national election-amply because 
they would not wait until enough notes wok counted 
TebriMoait rutapuiert. wildh quoting od jv did not 
help the sf tuatioa.

At the count of absentee ballots resealed, Cali 
toraia had not gone for Kennedy. Nor, for that tnat 
ter, did Hawaii ultimately go to Nixon, at many 
papers had it. A few states, in fact, stayed in doubt 
for several weeks 

Newspapers coped with this uncertainty well 
enough once they had found their bearings. Yet they 
and the press associations were irresocably committed

5. ft can be assumed that the pace of the campaign 
wall not diminish. There ta ample time now to devue
